In  my  last  Annual  Report  I  commented  upon 
the  small  number  of  deaths,  30,  the  lowest  since 
1893.  This  year  is  still  more  satisfactory  being 
only  29,  and  of  these  no  less  than  ten  were  over  70 
years  of  age. 

Death  Rate — 9*3  per  1000  per  annum. 

There  were  58  Births ,  5  less  than  last  year. 

Birth  Rate — 18  per  1000  per  annum. 

Nineteen  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  were 
reported.  Scarlet  Fever  14.  Enteric  Fever  4. 
Diphtheria  1.  Twelve  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever 
occurred  during  the  last  quarter,  originating  in  a 
child  in  whom  the  disease  remained  unrecognized 
for  some  weeks.  One  case  proved  fatal  as  did  also 
tAvo  of  the  Enteric  Fevers. 
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Fifteen  out  of  the  nineteen  patients  were 
removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  which  has  already 
in  this  its  first  year  proved  a  great  boon  to  the 
township.  The  hospital  authorities  stove  the 
clothing,  &c.,  removed  with  each  patient  but  this  is 
necessarily  but  a  small  proportion  of  what  is 
infected.  It  would  be  of  great  advantage  to  have 
all  infected  bedding,  &c.  treated  in  a  similar  way. 

Whooping  Cough  was  very  prevalent  during 
the  latter  half  of  the  year  and  was  responsible  for 
four  deaths. 

Influenza  in  January  and  again  in  December 
was  widely  prevalent. 

There  were  a  few  cases  of  Measles  in  the  second 
quarter. 

The  condition  of  the  5  Slaughter  Houses  is 
satisfactory. 

I  regret  to  have  but  little  improvement  to  report 
in  the  condition  of  the  Cowsheds.  Some  of  them 
were  years  back  noted  as  sadly  lacking  in  important 
essentials — their  state  is  naturally  worse  now  and, 
with  the  Town  authorities  supervising  the  farms 
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from  which  they  derive  their  milk  supply,  we  may 
not  unlikely  before  long  have  very  forcible  com¬ 
plaints  made. 

The  Water  Supply  continues  both  good  and 
adequate.  Though  still  possessing  a  marked  action 
on  lead  we  have  been  quite  free  from  cases  of  lead 
poisoning;  this  can  be  only  attributable  to  the 
care  with  which  water  is  allowed  to  run  freely 
before  drawing  off  tor  drinking  purposes.
